Analysis is not enough. The Society for Process Thought, in seeking to focus public attention on the central issues of life, reiterates the classical concerns of philosophy, to see life whole and to live it well. 


In its Open Seminars, the Society reflects current thinking in the 
realist tradition of C.S. Peirce, A.N. Whitehead, and Charles Hartshorne. 
Whitehead is still best-remembered in Britain for his collaboration with 

his former pupil, Bertrand Russell, on Principia Mathematica. 
Starting from a base in science and mathematics, he developed into the 
last major English systematic thinker, but by then he was living and 
working in America, as Professor of Philosophy at Harvard. 
His in part difficult Process and Reality has been re-edited, more readily 
accessible are Science and the Modern World and Adventures of Ideas. 
There are centres for Process Studies in America and on the Continent. 


In its Open Forums, held four times a year in London, 
the Society invites leading figures in a particular field to open up their 
subject with other experts in the same field, experts in other fields, 
and members of the general public. 
While we try to reflect fairly differences among authorities, 
these are not debates but attempts to come closer to truth in a spirit of 
friendly enquiry. Further to inform and stimulate, booklists and 
material supplementary to the lectures are often provided.
